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Resources for survivors of sexual violence

In a survey national- 
ly representing the U.S., 
nearly one in five women 
and one in 7 1 men reported 
experiencing rape at some 
point, according to data 
from the Center of Disease 



Control and Prevention. 

The same survey also 
showed that approximately 
one in 20 men and women 
had experienced sexual as- 
sault other than rape, such 
as being made to penetrate 
someone else, sexual co- 
ercion, unwanted sexual 
contact or non-contact un- 
wanted sexual experiences 



within 12 months of the 
survey. 

These problems are 
not foreign to K-State. 
According to information 
disclosed by K-State's 
Office of Student Life 
under the Jeanne Clery 
Disclosure of Campus Se- 
curity Policy and Campus 
Crime Statistics Act (aka 



the Clery Act), there were 
five reported incidents of 
forcible sexual offenses on 
K-State's campus in 2013. 
Of the five, two incidents 
were reported in residen- 
tial facilities. K-State also 
had 10 reported incidents 
of domestic violence in 
2013, eight of which were 
reported on residential fa- 



cilities. 

For those who have 
experienced these and 
other types of sexual vio- 
lence, K-State and Man- 
hattan have many resourc- 
es available.

City's 2035 plan pushes for 
urbanizing campus area

Housing and zoning 
around campus were 
among the talking points 
at a community meeting about 
the Manhattan Area 2035 plan, 
Wednesday night. 

The possibility of high den- 
sity housing, such as apartments, 
along North Manhattan Avenue 
and expansions of "higher densi- 
ty housing" to the west of campus 
were both discussed. The event 
included digital remotes which 
allowed city officials to take 
votes by the audience members 
on questions about the plan. 

The term high density hous- 
ing describes housing that allows 
more people per acre to live there 
than other types of housing. The 
term is often used to describe 
apartments, which technically al- 
low more people per acre to live 
than a standard home because of 
their vertical nature. 

Eric Cattell, assistant direc- 
tor for planning for the city of 
Manhattan, said the area where 
apartments are being built, main- 
ly within a block of North Man- 
hattan Avenue running north and 
south parallel to the street is con- 
sidered "multi-family redevelop- 
ment overlay." 

"From a density standpoint, 
it would allow one dwelling unit 
per thousand square feet of lot,"

Cattell said. "So it equates out to 
about 43 dwelling units per net 
acre if you were developing very 
efficiently. We're probably, most 
of the apartment buildings over 
there are probably more in the 25- 
30 dwelling unit per net acre." 
Cattell said the idea is to 



bring the kind of urban form of 
multilevel buildings like a person 
would expect to see downtown 
and put them right next to cam- 
pus. While high-density housing 
exists already in Manhattan, Cat- 
tell said the city is working on 
creating a new category called 



"urban-core residential" which 
would have even higher density 
than high-density housing. With 
that category a new zoning dis- 
trict would be required.

Greek life under national scrutiny after WVU student dies

On Nov. 14, a student 
at West Virginia University 
died after being found un- 
conscious and not breathing 
at the Kappa Sigma fraterni- 
ty house two days earlier. 

Fox News reports that 
WVU suspended all greek 
life activities, indefinitely, 
the day after the incident 
occurred. No timetable has 
been set for when those ac- 
tivities will resume. 

Adding to the negative 
publicity surrounding the 
university's greek commu- 



nity was an incident that 
occurred at its Sigma Chi 
fraternity house on Nov. 6. 
Police say 19 pledges were 
either arrested or issued a 
citation, after a street brawl 
broke out around 1:30 a.m. 
The members then told po- 
lice they were part of a rival 
fraternity, and now face ob- 
struction of justice charges, 
according to NBC. 

Almost a week after the 
tragic death, greek life na- 
tionwide continues to face 
major scrutiny. However, it 
also gives those associated 
with K-State's greek com- 
munity the opportunity to 
review policies and to make 
sure greek life is as safe as 



possible. 

Ben Hopper, director of 
the Office of Greek Affairs, 
confirmed that there are 
several policies set in place 
for greek organizations at 
K-State. 

"We have a responsi- 
bility policy and anti-haz- 
ing policy that all chapters 
abide by and we have them 
educate their chapters about 
it," Hopper said. "Those 
policies are in place to en- 
sure the safety and responsi- 
bility of the members." 

According to the 
K-State Greek Affairs web- 
site, the hazing policy states 
"any instance of physical 
abuse, psychological abuse 



or improper obligations, 
requirements or improper 
activities for maintaining 
membership is forbidden." 

The website also in- 
cludes a risk management 
policy which prohibits the 
possession of alcohol at 
any greek-sponsored event 
on campus, the purchase 
of alcohol through chapter 
funds or the sponsorship of 
any event at an alcohol dis- 
tributor. 

When asked how greek 
organizations can prevent 
these kinds of instances 
from happening. Hopper 
pointed to education as the 
primary resource. 

"We are going to work 



on developing our student 
leaders into better men and 
women so that they can 
live out their organization's 
values during alcoholic 
events," Hopper said. "We 
are also working on educat- 
ing our organizations about 
alcohol consumption so that 
they can make safe deci- 
sions." 

Hopper also pointed 
to a safety group called the 
Social Responsibility Com- 
mittee, which also helps 
monitor social functions and 
ensures Greek Affair poli- 
cies are being carried out.

RCPD police 
investigate 
2 sex crimes 



Riley County Police are investi- 
gating two different cases of aggravat- 
ed sodomy that occurred in Manhattan, 
according to a police report. 

The first case is of a rape and 
aggravated criminal sodomy that oc- 
curred within the past week. The vic- 
tim and suspect knew each other, and 
the police were made aware of the inci- 
dent on Tuesday. RCPD is still investi- 
gating the incident and no arrests have 
been made. 

Police are also investigating a sep- 
arate incident of aggravated criminal 
sodomy, aggravated indecent liberties 
with a child and aggravated indecent 
solicitation of a child. According to 
police, the incident involved a 3 3 -year- 
old male suspect and a female victim 
under the age of 18. The incident took 
place on Monday and was reported to 
police Tuesday morning, according to 
a police report. The case is still under 
investigation and no arrests have been 
made. 



Technical 
college 
president to 
retire in July 



Rob Edleston has served more 
than a decade as president of Manhat- 
tan Area Technical College. On Tues- 
day, the administrator announced his 
plan to retire next July. 

MATC is currently in the middle 
of a long-term plan which calls for $81 
million in improvements. 

Edleston said he wanted to raise 
some of the funding through a ballot 
initiative that would raise taxes by 0.2 
percent, according to the Manhattan 
Mercury. The initiative requires a pe- 
tition in order for it to appear on bal- 
lot in April. Edleston told the Mercury 
he was not certain if the college could 
make it happen though. 

"The college is OK," Edelston said 
to the Mercury. "We can't expand the 
way we want to with current funding 
from state. We don't have a large alum- 
ni base that contributes to the college." 



Riley County 
licenses more 
same-sex 
marriages 

The district court in Riley Coun- 
ty has granted more marriage licenses 
to same-sex couples since last week, 
when the U.S. Supreme Court denied 
Kansas a delay on same-sex marriage 
during ongoing litigation. 

According to the Little Apple Post, 
the District Court Clerks Office has 
approved of two licenses while three 
more are still pending.

Medical attention 

Judy Davis, executive di- 
rector of the Crisis Center, Inc., 
a domestic violence and sexu- 
al assault helpline, said there 
are several facilities available 
for students who wish to seek 
medical attention after experi- 
encing sexual assault. 

"Students can go to Lafene 
Health Center or Mercy Re- 
gional Health Center," Davis 
said. "Students are lucky to 
have the Women's Center at 
Lafene as well (for follow-up 
treatment)." 

Jessica Haymaker and 
Jenna Tripodi, coordinators 
of the Center for Advocacy, 
Response and Education, said 
there are several steps students 
can take when dealing with 
sexual assault. 

"You have options," Hay- 
maker said. "You can choose 
to get a sexual assault foren- 
sic exam; Mercy Regional is 
the closest location of a sexual 
assault nurse examiner. (The 
procedure) collects evidence, 
but it also gives you a chance 
as a survivor to make sure that 
you don't need further medi- 
cal attention, to get tested for 
(sexually transmitted diseases) 
and to get tested for pregnancy 
eventually. The only thing with 
that is that anything beyond the 
exam is going to fall onto your 
insurance, or onto you if you 
don't have insurance." 

According to the Kansas 
Coalition Against Sexual and 
Domestic Violence, a sexual 
abuse nurse examiner is a reg- 
istered nurse trained to provide 
care to a victim of sexual as- 
sault and perform duties such 
as conducting a thorough and 
complete physical exam, col- 
lecting and documenting and 
forensic evidence, helping to 
provide a victim with informa- 
tion and referrals to additional 
care and providing a courtroom 
testimony when necessary. 

Forensic exam 

There are several things 
that can be done to help pro- 
tect evidence of your assault. 
Before the exam, the coalition 
recommends avoiding bathing, 
showering, brushing your teeth 
or using mouthwash, using the 
restroom or otherwise cleaning 
your genitals, changing your 
clothes and eating, drinking or 
smoking. Even if you do any of 
these, however, it is still sug- 
gested that you receive a foren- 
sic exam conducted to gather 
as much evidence as possible. 

According to Haymaker, a 
forensic exam can be conduct- 
ed anywhere from 72-96 hours 
after an assault. In addition to 
this. Haymaker said victims 
have the right to deny any part 
of the medical exam if they are 
not comfortable with it. 

After the exam, you will

be given follow-up care in- 
structions and time to ask any 
remaining questions you may 
have. If you do not choose 
to file your case immediate- 
ly, your kit will be given a 
unique identification number 
and stored with the Kansas Bu- 
reau of Investigation. Your kit, 
which remains anonymous ex- 
cept for its identification num- 
ber, will be kept at the KB I for 
up to five years. At any time 
within those five years, you 
have the right to file a case 
with law enforcement. 

According to Kansas law, 
the county in which the assault 
happened is required to pay for 
the forensic exam, although 
the survivor is responsible for 
any additional care as men- 
tioned previously. 

According to Haymaker 
and Tripodi, although medical 
evidence is needed if you wish 
to file a criminal complaint, 
there is no requirement to file 
a charge if you don't want to. 

"When you think about 
an individual who has expe- 
rienced sexual assault, I think 
you want to start with the med- 
ical options, so if you go and 
have the exam done it doesn't 
necessarily mean you have to 
file a criminal complaint," Tri- 
podi said. "You can just have 
the kit done and still make a 
decision from there. That's 
talking about the evidence 
collection part, but a survivor 
might also need immediate 
medical attention if the assault 
was physically violent, so they 
might need (additional) medi- 
cal attention. So those are two 
different processes." 

Haymaker also said that 
advocates from both CARE 
and the crisis center are avail- 
able as support to a survivor 
throughout any part of the pro- 
cess, both medical and legal. 

Psychological, 
therapy services 

According to Tripodi, 
there are many services avail- 
able for students and faculty 
who have experienced sexual 
violence at any time in their 
life. The services offered by 
CARE are available confiden- 
tially, and no information giv- 
en within the center shall be re- 
vealed without the permission 
of the survivor. 

"We can provide immedi- 
ate peer-to-peer support, or we 
can do crisis intervention," Tri- 
podi said. "We talk about trig- 
gers and how to manage those, 
and do some of those immedi- 
ate focus things. If they would 
like more long term, (we offer) 
therapeutic support to process 
what's happened to them, to 
help them think about how to 
move forward and heal. Coun- 
seling services are available on 
campus, and there's also the 
(K- State) Family Center on 
campus. Our office does have 



a therapy fund that individuals 
can access if money is a barrier 
to receiving services ... those 
are the immediate, on-campus 
resources." 

Other items of 
consideration 

To Tripodi, one of the big- 
gest reasons someone decides 
not to access these services 
or file charges is because they 
fear a lack of support or the 
possibility of retribution. 

"I think the biggest barrier 
that's reflected to me about ac- 
cessing services is people are 
afraid they won't be believed, 
or that they will somehow be 
blamed for what happened to 
them, or if they are underage ... 
and they were drinking during 
the time of whatever happened 
to them, that will somehow get 
them in trouble legally," Tripo- 
di said. "I think specifically our 
office and the university want 
survivors to know CARE is a 
safe place to come, and there 
are safe resources, if this office 
doesn't feel like the right place 
to go ... They will be believed, 
we won't blame them for what 
happened, and there is cer- 
tainly no consequences if they 
were underage drinking." 

Haymaker said even if 
law enforcement chooses to 
file charges against underage 
drinking, it is not a priority 
within the case. 

"I don't want to speak for 
law enforcement, but I have a 
feeling they would reflect the 
same sentiment, that if you 
were underage drinking and 
you were assaulted, law en- 
forcement would rather you 
come forward," Haymaker 
said. "In my conversation 
(with them), that's what I get. 
They would rather you come 
forward with that report, and I 
don't think it's a 'we'll never 
charge someone for drinking' 
(situation), but I think it's more 
'that's not our main priority in 
that moment.'" 

Haymaker and Tripodi 
also said that under no cir- 
cumstances will a survivor 
be blamed for what they ex- 
perienced, and that CARE is 
available to help them with 
any aspect of their experience 
with sexual violence, including 
confidential support, education 
about their legal rights as a sur- 
vivor and even help with put- 
ting a label on a bad incident if 
they are unsure if it was sexual 
assault or not. 

"We certainly educate 
them of their rights as survi- 
vors, both through university 
reporting systems and the legal 
system, but we will not force 
anyone to (file a report)," Tri- 
podi said. "We will always re- 
spect their opinion about what 
feels best for them and their 
process; we're simply here 
to be a resource and help for 
whatever they need."

Students and faculty gath- 
ered in the K- State Student 
Union to hear the open forum 
debate over gun prohibition 
and regulations on Wednes- 
day. 

Several students took 
the podium to express their 
opinions about how or if guns 
should be regulated or com- 
pletely banned in the U.S. 
The debate began with the 
argument that there needs to 
be more regulations in gun 
control. 

"The right to life far out- 



weighs the right to guns," 
Kyle Klucas, junior in politi- 
cal science, said. 

Klucas said that while the 
Constitution might support the 
right to bear arms, as stated in 
the Second Amendment, the 
Constitution is not the end-all, 
be-all in American society. 

Supporters of stricter gun 
regulations attending the de- 
bate said the people of today's 
society are living in fear of 
people using firearms for vi- 
olent crimes. To support this 
statement, they spoke of an 
incident in Maryland where 
a journalism student walking 
about a Baltimore high school 
campus with a camera tripod 
sent the school into a panic. 



SWAT arrived after there were 
reports of someone carrying a 
weapon. 

Though it was determined 
there was no threat, Klucas 
and other pro-gun control ad- 
vocates use this situation as an 
example that people are living 
in fear. 

"You're saying, because 
we pass (gun regulatory 
laws), we will be safer," Josh- 
ua Karimi, sophomore in sec- 
ondary education, said. 

Karimi does not agree 
that prohibiting or further re- 
strictions on firearms in the 
U.S. would keep the public 
safer. He said that there are 
numerous sources that pro- 
vide people with information 



to make their own weapons, 
such as bombs. People could 
still get guns illegally, as well. 

"This is not even a de- 
bate, because it's a constitu- 
tional right," Bryan Stebbins, 
sophomore in political sci- 
ence, said. 

Pro-gun rights advo- 
cates argued that the Second 
Amendment clearly states 
that citizens have the right to 
bear arms. Stebbins said that 
it was not even questionable 
if people had the right, but it 
was more of an issue of when 
people can have guns. College 
students should not have their 
firearms on campus, but there 
should be no problem for 
someone to have a Ml 6 rifle 



in their own home. 

To Stebbins, if someone 
needed to transport their fire- 
arm, a simple trigger lock is 
all that is necessary. 

"There is a difference be- 
tween prohibiting and regulat- 
ing," Stebbins said. 

The two sides did agree 
on the matter of background 
checks. While pro-gun control 
advocates put more emphasis 
in strengthening the back- 
ground check system, both 
sides stated that background 
checks are necessary. Steb- 
bins said that a major problem 
with background checks is 
mental health. 

According to Stebbins, 
recent school shootings were 



perpetrated by individuals 
suffering from mental illness. 

"There is a serious mental 
health problem that we aren't 
addressing," Stebbins said. 

Klucas suggested that 
increased funding for the 
background check infrastruc- 
ture would allow for more 
employees to conduct more 
in-depth background checks 
that looked at not just criminal 
histories, but mental health as 
well. 

Karimi, however, said he 
still did not believe the back- 
ground check was effective. 

"If the bureaucracy is 
failing now, what hope is 
there for new laws?" Karimi 
said.

"Every organization regis- 
ters their social events with the 
SRC and from there the SRC 
does a pre-check of the social 
function to make sure the events 
are set up so that we know our 
policies are being carried out," 
Hopper said. 

From the chapter level, 
many greek leaders across the 
country are taking the time to 
educate their members about 
safety, reinforce current policies 
or develop new ones to make 
sure tragic events don't happen 
at their chapter. 

Justin Beyer, junior in mar- 
keting and president of K-State 's

The West Virginia incident 
as previously reported by other 
news outlets 

According to NBC News, 
West Virginia police were called 
to the Kappa Sigma fratemi- 
ty house around midnight and 
found 18-year-old Nolan Burch 
from Williamsville, New York 
lying on the floor receiving CPR 
from another male. Burch was 
taken to Ruby Memorial Hos- 
pital, part of the West Virginia 
University Healthcare System, 
where he spent the better part of 
two days before he died. 

WCHS-TV, a station serv- 
ing the Charleston and Hunting- 
ton areas of West Virginia, re- 
ported that Burch was a pledge at 



the fratemity and was majoring 
in pre- sports management. 

According to Fox News, 
Morgantown Chief of Police 
Chief Ed Preston did confirm 
that alcohol was the reason be- 
hind the call to police, though of- 
ficials are not sure whether or not 
alcohol caused Burch's death. 

Kappa Sigma released a 
statement regarding the incident 
on their website: 

"We are distraught and sad- 
dened by the news about West 
Virginia University student No- 
lan Burch. Kappa Sigma is still 
investigating the circumstanc- 
es surrounding the event. This 
proves difficult, as the opera- 
tions of this chapter have been 
suspended since mid-October 
due to previous, unrelated viola- 
tions of Kappa Sigma's Code of 
Conduct."

route to a 71-58 victory at Bramlage 
Coliseum. Caffey, then a junior, 
was held to nine points on four for 
10 shooting. 

The two teams also met just 
one week after the first matchup in 
the Puerto Rico Tip-Off. A stellar 
defensive performance and 52-38 
score gave the Wildcats their sec- 
ond win over the 49ers in as many 
chances. 

As a team this season, Long 
Beach State is shooting an im- 
pressive 54 percent from the field.

After securing a ninth- 
place finish at the Midwest 
Regional Championships in 
Peoria, Illinois, senior runner 
Laura Galvan is preparing for 
her second career appearance 
in the NCAA Championships 
after being selected as an at- 
large competitor. 

The Guanajuato, Mexico 
native was selected as one 
of the 37 at-large bids in the 
nation on Saturday by being 
the fifth-best runner in her 
region that wasn't on a quali- 
fying team. Also in that meet, 
Galvan earned All-Midwest 
Region honors for the third 
straight year, finishing 16th 
last year and seventh in the 
competition in 2012. 

Galvan isn't new to the 
championship atmosphere, 
having competed in the race 



during her sophomore season. 
In that race, Galvan secured a 
45th place finish while break- 
ing the Wildcat all-time 6k 
race record, notching a time 
of 20:19.5 in the race. 

This season, Galvan has 
proven that she could im- 
prove after failing to make 
a return trip to nationals last 
season. The senior started the 
season with a bang, finishing 
in second place behind fellow 
Wildcat, sophomore Morgan 
Wedekind in the J.K Gold 
Classic in Wichita, Kansas. 

Galvan 's experience as 
a runner began to show in 
the second race of the sea- 
son when she finished in fifth 
place at the Big 10 preview as 
she went up against women's 
cross country powerhouse 
Michigan. This performance 
earned Galvan her third Big 
12 runner of the week award 
of her career. 

Just a week later, Galvan 
finished in sixth place at the 



Chile Pepper Invitational, 
outdoing a field that included 
another powerhouse in wom- 
en's cross country in Arkan- 
sas. 

Now, Galvan makes 
her return trip to the LaVern 
Gibson Championship Cross 
Country Course, which has 
hosted 10 of the last 12 na- 
tional championship meets. 
Galvan finished 51st earli- 
er in the season as the team 
finished their regular season 
slate at the Pre-National In- 
vitational at the very same 
course, running with a time 
21:34.4. 

Galvan will run against a 
condensed field that includes 
31 of the best schools in the 
country that qualified for the 
meet. She will be joined by 37 
other athletes who were voted 
in as at-large selections.

"As the name implies it's an even 
more urban density than just the high 
density stuff that we have around town," 
Cattell said. "So theoretically (it would 
allow) maybe up around 100 dwelling 
units or more per net acre as opposed to 
the 30-40, and it's because it's vertical." 

Just how tall these buildings in the 
new category could be remains to be de- 
cided. Cattell said the city has to decide 
what seems right for the area. 

"We've gotta decide what is the 
maximum height that's appropriate 
along the east side (of campus)," Cat- 
tell said. "I mean, a 20-story building in 
Manhattan doesn't make sense." 

This could be advantageous for stu- 
dents, Cattell said. 

"The benefits is that you're put- 
ting the density close to the activity 
centers, and obviously it's going to be 
mostly student-oriented housing or 
university-oriented," Cattell said. "So 
you're putting (the students) close to 
where they are doing most of their daily 
trips, that's the major benefit, and from 
an urban form standpoint, we already 
have some higher structures there so it 



wouldn't be totally out of character to 
continue with that." 

Community members voiced con- 
cern over the fact that putting high-den- 
sity housing along Manhattan Avenue 
could cause even more traffic conges- 
tion due to the addition of more cars in 
the area and more pedestrians. 

Cattell said these factors could in- 
deed be disadvantages to building more 
apartment buildings in the proposed 
area if developers chose to. 

"There's just issues when you bring 
a new and much higher density to an 
area," Cattell said. "If you drive North 
Manhattan now, I don't know if it's at 
(noon) or 12:30 p.m. when classes get 
out and kids are pushing the crosswalk; 
I mean traffic isn't going anywhere for 
a long time, so that's an issue." 

Roger Seymour, Riley County 
resident, said he was glad the city ap- 
proached the plan the way it did. 

"We know that Manhattan is going 
to expand from it's current population 
to something greater, potentially we will 
see (80,000), (100,000), 120,000 people 
here in 20 or 30 years," Roger said. "We 
do not have the road network to take 
care of that, we do not have the water 



and sewage plants to take care of them, 
we do not have the total infrastructure, 
and being on the front end being where 
we are planning for it is a great advan- 
tage to the opposition of reacting to it." 

James Seymour, Manhattan res- 
ident and Roger's brother, said he is 
aware of the way that part of the plan is 
looking at rezoning. 

"Some of the people have bought 
other properties that they have long- 
term interest in mind, and if they get 
rezoned they are loosing value," James 
said. 

Cattell said that if students coming 
to K-State in 10 years could see Man- 
hattan now, they would see a lot of 
improvements made before their time 
here. 

"I think they'll see better transit 
within the community, I think they'll 
see more things like bike routes between 
campus, Aggie ville and the downtown," 
Cattell said. "They'll see more housing 
options. Obviously K-State is also do- 
ing stuff on campus with the business 
school and the new dorm, so there will 
be a lot of new physical changes on 
campus - not just around the edges of 
campus."

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Edwards looks to make big impact after year off court

K-State fans were first in- 
troduced to Justin Edwards at 
Madness in Manhattan before 
the 2013-14 season on Oct. 
25. 

There was buzz amongst 
followers of the program but 
little was known about the 
6-foot-4-inch guard from 
Whitby, Ontario, Canada. 

Needless to say, it didn't 
take long for Edwards to 
capture the imagination of 



K-State fans. During the dunk 
contest, fans were mesmer- 
ized by the high-flying guard. 
He ended up losing, but won 
the heart of every Wildcat fan 
in Bramlage Coliseum that 
night. 

He sat out for a year due 
to NCAA transfer rules and 
watched as freshman Marcus 
Foster stole headlines and 
helped K-State reach its sixth 
NCAA tournament appear- 
ance in the last seven years. 

"I'm extremely anxious," 
Edwards said before the sea- 
son started. "Having to wait 
a whole year, it sucks to sit 



out and just having to prac- 
tice and not play. So this year 
I'm extremely anxious to get 
out and play in front of every- 
body and have fun with my 
teammates." 

Edwards came to Man- 
hattan by way of Orono, 
Maine where he averaged 
15.3 points playing for the 
University of Maine. 

After two years with the 
Black Bears, Edwards came 
to the realization that his tal- 
ent could be better served at a 
bigger university. 

"There's not remorse," 
Edwards said. "I do feel 



kind of bad leaving, but still 
I gave them two years of my 
time and at the end of the day 
you're supposed to do what's 
best for you." 

After that, the hunt was 
on for Edwards to find a 
school that would elevate him 
to the next level. 

"I was just looking for 
another school that had big- 
ger exposure, good competi- 
tion and a good coach," Ed- 
wards said. "Once I put in my 
release to leave Maine, that's 
when K-State started recruit- 
ing me. They were the first 
school so they showed a lot 




of interest in me. So know- 
ing Coach (Bruce) Weber's 
resume and knowing he's a 
great coach, I just wanted to 
play for a great coach." 

So Edwards came to 
Manhattan and started to 
make impressions on his 
teammates and his coaches. 

"He's the most athletic 
player I've ever played with 
besides Wally (Judge)," se- 
nior forwards Nino Williams 
said. "It's different because 
he's a guard so he's probably 
the most athletic guard I've 
played with." 

When Williams looks 
around the Big 12 in the past 
and present, there is another 
face that came to mind when 
he thinks of who Edwards 
plays like. 

"He reminds me a little 
bit of Markel," Williams said. 
"Markel Brown from Okla- 
homa State. (Edwards) can 
get to the rim a lot more and 
(Edwards) can pass better. 
I would say athletically and 
just shooting it's a good com- 
parison. " 

The athletic play is what 
Edwards lives for. He strives 
to make that jaw-dropping 
play that makes the inhabi- 
tants of the Octagon of Doom 
lose their mind. 

"You'll see lots of dunks, 
lots of exciting plays, blocks, 
3 -pointers - stuff like that," 
Edwards said of what he 
plans to bring to the Wildcats. 
"I just think I'm going to be 
a very exciting player for us 
and bring a lot of energy to 
Bramlage." 

While sitting out a year, 
Edwards realized the teams 
in the Big 12 were a much 
different animal than the 
teams he was used to from the 
America East. 

"I learned the level of 
competition is just way high- 
er than where I'm coming 
from," Edwards said. "You 
always have to be aware on 
defense because if you're not, 
you'll be exposed a lot. Basi- 
cally just always competing, 
you can't take plays off you 
always have to compete. Ev- 
eryone is good." 

Once the 2013-14 cam- 



paign was over, the buzz 
was on for what the Canadi- 
an guard could bring to this 
K-State team. 

That buzz was fueled in 
part to comments Foster had 
about his transfer teammate 
about how he thought Ed- 
wards would lead the team in 
scoring in the 2014 season. 

"I love the high expecta- 
tions," Edwards said. "It just 
pushes me and motivates me 
to work harder. Hopefully I 
prove them all right and prove 
the haters wrong." 

Senior forward Thomas 
Gipson said he has also ob- 
served how Edwards has pro- 
gressed. 

"He's gotten stronger, 
he's more athletic and overall 
he knows what to do on de- 
fense and on offense," said 
Gipson. "He's bought into the 
system and he's becoming a 
good player, he's going to be- 
come a star player." 

A star player on a team 
that already has it's resident 
superstar in Foster? Soph- 
omore point guard Jevon 
Thomas said that the compe- 
tition between the two is great 
for the team. 

" We have a competitive 
team ... it's just that compet- 
itive nature," Thomas said. 
"They're pushing each oth- 
er. Justin can score the ball. 
They're just helping each 
other. Them playing together 
is real scary, you know. Either 
wing, either way you want. 
They're both athletic, they 
both can pass. Pushing each 
other is really going to help." 

After only two games in 
the season, Edwards has al- 
ready had some eye-popping 
plays inside Bramlage. How- 
ever, just as Madness in Man- 
hattan was sort of a appetizer, 
K-State fans are only being 
treated to course one of Ed- 
wards electrifying play in the 
Little Apple. 

"I'm super excited, I 
can't wait," Edwards said of 
what's to come for him and 
his team. "I've been waiting 
for a year and more now and 
words can't describe how ex- 
cited I am to get out there and 
play."
